Baltimore, Aug. 
12.—Bernard N. 
Baker of this city, banker and founder 
of the Atlantic Transport steamship 
line, now a part of the International 
Mercantile Marine company, who has 
at the instance of President Taft been 
investigating the matter of freight 
rates over the Panama railroad, owned 
by the United States government, has 
prepared his final report to the pres! 
dent bearing on the alleged dlscrimlna 
tions of the Panama railroad and 
Panama Steamship company against 
American 
commerce 
crossing 
the 
Isthmus. 
In this report Mr. Baker recom­ 
mends that the government by the 
aid of mail service contracts encour­ 
age the establishment of an inde- 
dendent line or lines of steamers on 
each coast, which shall connect with 
the Panama railroad. 
The plan proposed is comprehensive 
and does not, as has been urged, con­ 
template that the government shall 
enter the steamship business. It sim­ 
ply provides that by means of postal 
contracts one line of new and up-to- 
date steamers shall he established on 
the west coast, connecting Seattle, 
Portland, 
San Francisco and San 
Diego with Panama, and on the east 
connecting New York and New Or­ 
leans with Colon. 
These two lines would, of course 
use the Panama railroad for trans 
shipments, and. Mr. Baker urges that 
the government establish a fiat rate 
across the Isthmus for all shipments, 
whatever their origin.

1 oppressive was the heat that the plan 
calling for tho living flag in the pro­ 
cession was abandoned. 
At least IOO children and twenty 
old soldiers were taken from the 
streets. Many of the victims, young 
and old, recovered as soon as they 
were placed in the shade. Those 
treated at the emergency stations 
numbered fifteen of Grand Army men 
and thirty children. There were no 
fatalities. 
Three relief stations attended by 
trained nurses insured prompt and 
capable aid for all sufferers. The 
hours of the parade were the hottest 
of the hottest day since the beginning 
of the encampment.

Up in Spokane. 


PARDEE ROASTS SECRETARY 


Former Governor of California Cen­ 


sures Head of Hie Interior Depart­ 


m ent-Form er Senator Turner of 


Washington Defends the Official and 


Declares Pardee’s Remarks Are In 


Bad Taste. 


Spokane, Wash., Aug. 12.—The Bal- 
llnger-Pinchot contest burst upon the 
National Irrigation congress during 
the day. Dr. George C. Pardee, for­ 
mer governor of California, attacked 
Richard A. Ballinger, secretary of the 
interior, with a fierceness only sec­ 
onded by that of former Senator 
George Turner of Washington, who 
defended the secretary. 
Mr. Ballinger entered the auditor­ 
ium surrounded by a reception com­ 
mittee and when he arose to speak he 
was cheered for several minutes. He 
read from a paper his ideas on recla­ 
mation and the public domain. He 
contended that what has been done 
by the secretary of the interior was 
under the law. 
Mr. Ballinger after his address 
would not be disturbed by questions. 
There is a little note on the published 
programme inviting the delegates to 
ask questions and enter a discussion 
with the speakers. 
Mr. Ballinger was not aware of this. 
John J, Fairweather of California 
asked a question. The secretary an­ 
swered it and then left the platform. 
Former Governor Pardee took the 
platform to deliver the address under 
the subject assigned to him. But he

had no use for his manuscript. He 
opened by saying that he was for 
Roosevelt and the Roosevelt policies. 
“Roosevelt was a president who did 
things first,” said he, “and talked 
about them afterwards, and that’s the 
kind of men we would like to see in 
public office now.” 
Mr. Pardee told of the activities of 
former Secretary Garfield, who under 
the iiiotructions of President Roose­ 
velt, withdrew 
from 
public entry 
many tracts of land under the belief 
that these lands should be held for 
the people. Now, said he, Secretary 
Ballinger has again put up for entry 
these lands and each tract has within 
its boundaries a water power site. 
“The thing to do,” said Dr. Pardee. 
“is to withdraw the water power sites 
as did Roosevelt and hold them for 
the people. 
“When,” pleaded the speaker, “are 
we ever going to have a chance for 
the common working citizen? Secre­ 
tary Ballinger has said irrigation is 
not a proposition for a poor man. I 
take issue with him and say it is 
particularly a poor man’s proposition 
and if there is any one trying to make 
it not so, let’s find out about It.” 
Mr. Turner gained the floor and re­ 
plied: 
“I think,” said he, “that the remarks 
of Governor Pardee following those 
of the secretary of the interior are in 
bad taste. Mr. Ballinger has done in 
his official capacity only what any 
man would do under the oath of of­ 
fice—he has obeyed the law. No man 
has the right to act first and then 
read the law afterward.” 
A resolution was introduced asking 
the condemnation of the destruction 
of birds. This was followed by a re­ 
quest that the women in the audience 
would agree to wear nothing but the 
plumage of the “Ostrich and the barn­ 
yard fowl to rise.” A number com­ 
plied.

District. 


Monterey, Mex., Aug. 12.—The Santa 
Catrina river has returned to it3 
banks, leaving a scene of desolation 
and destruction in the southern part 
of 
the 
city. Fourteen 
lives 
are 
known to have been lost and estimates 
place the number as high as fifty. The 
exact figures will never be known, as 
the barrio of San Luisito, where most 
of the damage occurred, Is inhabited 
by the poorer classes and many oc 
cupled houses which were washed 
away. Over six hundred houses have 
been washed away in this one dis­ 
trict and practically all those left 
standing are damaged. The people 
have returned to the district and 
spend their time in cleaning the de­ 
posits of mud from the houses. Many 
families have lost all their possessions 
and there is great suffering among 
them. 
In the city proper several houses 
caved In as a result of the storm and 
the damage all over the city has been 
great 
The Monterey bathhouse was flood­ 
ed by the rain and the lower rooms 
were submerged. One man lost his 
life in the big swimming pool and his 
body has not been recovered. The 
electric light plant was damaged, as 
was the power plant of the street 
railway system. The rains continue 
and another flood is expected in tho 
Santa Catrina river. 
The National railway lines are again 
tied up on account of the washouts 
north and south of this city and no 
trains have arrived here since Tues­ 
day. Tho telegraph service with La­ 
redo over railroad wires is cut off 
and the damage to that section of the 
line' cannot be ascertained. It Is 
known that the bridge at Topo Chico 
Is out; the bridge at Salinas and Go- 
londres and possibly at Vlldalema are 
gone.

WATERWORKS CASE 


Stipulation to that Effect Is En­ 
tered Into Between City 
and Company. 


HAS TILL FEB. 1st TO TAKE PLANT 


City Can Exercise Its Right to 
Make Payment of $57,500 
Until That Date. 
The city council 
w as called in 
special session W ednesday evening 
to act upon stipulations agreed to be­ 
tw een Mr. Polk, special attorney for 
th e city, and the atto rn ey for the 
assignee 
and 
bondholders 
of 
tho 
w aterw orks company. 
All alderm en 
w ere present except A lderm an Rob­ 
ertson. 
A fter the m eeting was called to 
order, C hairm an Twohey called on 
Mr. Polk, who read th e stipulations 
agreed upon by him self and Mr. D. 
W. M itchell, of St. Paul, who ap­ 
peared for the bondholders and the 
receiver in the condem nation pro­ 
ceedings. 
This stipulation, and the 
resolution authorizing him to sign 
it in behalf of th e city, slightly 
modified to m eet the w ishes of the 
m em bers of the council, was passed 
on 
motion 
of 
A lderm an 
Drexler. 
seconded by A lderm an Deickhaus, all 
m em bers present voting aye. 
The 
resolution and stip u latio n read as 
follow s:

question is th e representative of the 
second m ortgage bond holders and 
refused to come into the condem na­ 
tion proceedings because th e bond 
holders w ould not put up funds to 
indem nify the tru st com pany for the 
expense of atto rn e y ’s fees, etc. 
These 
bond holders could not secure any 
p art of th e funds unless th e price 
was raised to above $100,000, a price 
a t which the city would not con­ 
sider the question of tak in g th e plant, 
so th a t the attorneys th o u g h t the 
provision 
in 
the 
stip u latio n 
u n ­ 
necessary, but were w illing to put 
it in if it was so desired. 
U nder the agreem ent both sides 
bind them selves not to question the 
am ount of the aw ard and th e com­ 
pany binds itself to take th a t am ount, 
but the city is not bound to tak e the 
plant. 
If it abandons the proceed­ 
ings it m ust pay the reasonable costs 
and a tto rn e y ’s fees of th e company^ 
as by law provided in condem nation 
proceedings. 
The w ater com pany is 
to have th e h y d ran t ren tal u n til the 
city takes over the plant, if it does 
so before th e 1st of F eb ru ary next, 
and to have th e other re n ta ls of the 
q u arte r in w hich the w ater w orks is 
taken over. 
The question was raised by one cf 
the alderm en as to binding th e com­ 
pany to keep th e p lan t in as good 
condition as a t th e tim e of th e aw ard, 
but th e atto rn ey s both stated th a t 
the p lan t w as in the han d s of the 
court and agreed th a t th e city need 
fear no w rong a t the hands of Judge 
M cClenahan., 
The board called upon M. T. D unn, 
president of th e w ater and lig h t 
board, w ho w as present, to express 
his opinion of the m atter. 
He stated 
th a t w hile he believed, to g eth er w ith 
oth er citizens, th a t th e aw ard was 
too high, th e other side th o u g h t 
otherw ise and he th o u g h t th e city 
should accept it as a happy medium.

A num ber of the alderm en priv ate­ 
ly expressed the same belief as Mayor 
Ousdahl as to the aw ard and as to 
the wisdom of the city tak in g over 
the plant.

Annapolis, Md., Aug. 12.—A grue 
some feature was introduced into the 
proceedings of the court of Inquiry 
Into the death of Lieutenant Jamei 
N. Sutton, Jr., of the United State! 
marine corps, when the legal repro 
tentative of Mrs. Sutton, the mothei 
of the dead lieutenant, brought to the 
witness stand Dr. Edward M. Schaef 
fer of Washington, an expert on gun 
shot wounds. The people in the room 
spectators and interested parties aliko 
crowded around the table and gazed 
with interest upon the doctor while 
he placed upon the table glistening 
skulls to the exterior of one of whict 
he affixed, in little lumps of wax, steel 
rods intended to indicate to the mem 
hers of the court the course of the 
bullet in the skull of Lieutenant Sut­ 
ton. Lieutenant Adams had given t 
dramatic illustration of the positiob 
of Lieutenant Sutton when the fatal 
shot 
was 
fired. The 
doctor 
wa* 
equally dramatic as he stretched him 
self upon the table and showed b> 
pantomime how, In bis opinion as an 
expert, it was impossible that Lieu 
tenant Sutton ever could liavo fired 
Into his own head the shot that put 
an end to his life. 
Ghastly skulls and a flow of tech 
nlcal terms that kept the official 
stenographers busy asking repetitions 
were much in evidence up to the time 
when court adjourned. Dr. Schaef­ 
fer then was still on the stand. 
Sergeant Todd, who went on the 
stand at the afternoon session, brought 
into the official evidence some points 
not in consonance with the evidence 
which had been given previously by 
young officers of the marine corps.
